New  spring  wheat  in  Sweden  expected  to  reduce  imports 


The  development  of  a  new  type  of  spring  wheat  in  Sweden,  known  as 
Diamant  II,   is  expected  to  have  an  important  effect  upon  the  wheat  supply 
in  that  country,  reports  United  States  Consul  William  17.   Corcoran  at 
Goteborg.     It  has  "been  officially  announced  that,  when  this  new  variety 
of  wheat  is  generally  cultivated  in  place  of  the  inferior  types  now 
grown  in  Sweden,   imports  of  wheat  may  "be  expected  to  decline  materially. 
Recent  imports  of  wheat,  averaging  about  1,500,000  "bushels  a  year,  have' 
been  largely  from  the  United  States  and  Canada  and  have  consisted  almost 
entirely  of  superior  grades  used  in  the  manufacture  of  high-quality 
flour.    Present  mixing  regulations  permit  only  10  percent  foreign  wheat 
to  be  used  in  the  milling  of  wheat  flour. 

Experiments  for  improving  the  quality  of  Swedish  wheats  have  "been 
in  progress  since  1923.    As  a  result,   the  new  wheat  is  said  to  be  supe- 
rior to  other  Swedish  varieties  as  to  yield,  weight,  baking  quality,  and 
strength  of  straw,  with  higher  percentages,  also,  of  protein  and  gluten. 
Large  quantities  are  being  distributed  among  the  f armc rs  for  seeding 
purposes. 

Drought  damages  crop  prospects  in  French  Morocco 

Crop  conditions  for  wheat  and  barley  in  French  Morocco  were  con- 
sidered excellent  early  in  February,  but  persistent  drought  in  certain 
regions  has  made  prospects  most  uncertain,  according  to  the  United  States 
consulate  at  Casablanca.     It  was  estimated  early  in  March  that  the  1938 
wheat  crop  had  already  sustained  a  loss  of  25  percent,  while  the  deteri- 
oration of  the  barley  crop  was  placed  at  15  percent.     Some  apprehension 
was  apparent  among  the  farmers,  but  it  was  thought  that  fair  returns 
could  still  be  obtained  if  rain  fell  during  March.     The  authorities, 
however,  were  considering  measures  for  relieving  the  serious  effects  of 
a  possible  crop  i a  ilure.     The  average  wheat  crop  of  Morocco  amounts  to 
around  22,000,000  bushels,   the  barley  crop  to  about  55,000,000  bushels. 
Both  crops  were  below  average  in  1957. 

Indian  flue-cured  tobacco  production  increases 

The  1937-38  crop  of  Indian  flue-cured  tobacco  is  estimated  at  36 
million  pounds,   or  double  that  of  the  preceding  year,  according  to  a 
report  from  J.  Barnard  G-ibbs,  tobacco  specialist  of  the  Bureau  of  Agri- 
cultural Economics  at  Calcutta.     The  production  of  this  type  and  its  con- 
sumption in  the  United  Kingdom  have  been  increasing  for  several  years. 
It  is  used  to  some  extent  by  British  manufacturers  as  a  substitute  for 
United  States  flue-cured  .and  for  flue-cured  from  other  countries  of  the 
British  Empire . 

Commercial  production  of  flue-cured  tobacco  began  in  India  about 
10  years  ago  and  has  expanded  rapidly.    Although  this  type  has  been 
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introduced  into/about  12  widely  separated  areas,  production  is  as  yet 
largely  confined  to  the  Guntur  District  of  Madras  Presidency.    In  that 
district  the  area  harvested  this  season  was  70,000  acres  compared  with 
50,000  last  year.     In  Mysore  State ;  the  district  of  next  importance,  ap- 
proximately 2,200  acres  were  harvested.    Areas  for  harvest  in  the  newer 
producing  districts  vary  from  a  few  acres  to  300  acres.     Seedlings  for 
the  flue- cured  crop  are  transplanted  during  October  and  November  and  har- 
vested during  January  and  February. 

Prices  and  potential  expansion 

Indian  tobacco  prices  are  normally  low;  but,  despite  the  large 
crop,  1937-33  flue-cured  prices  have  been  the  highest  on  record.  It  is 
expected  that  the  seasonal  average  will  bo  equal  to  about  14. &  cents  per 
pound,  compared  with  12.5  cents  in  1936-37  and  11.4  cents  in  1935-35. 
Primarily,  this  price  increase  may  be  attributed  to  the  strong  demand 
for  export  to  the  United  Kingdom,  but  the  increasing  domestic  cigarette 
consumption  is  also  an  important  factor.    Moreover,  the  current  crop  is 
reported  to  be  of  better  quality  than  usual. 

Heretofore,   Indian  leaf  has  been  the  cheapest  on  the  British  mar- 
ket.    Labor  costs  are  low,  permitting  production  to  expend  even  at  lov; 
leaf  prices.    This  fact  gives  to  Indian  leaf  a  price  advantage  over  other 
Empire  tobaccos  sold  in  the  United  Kingdom.     The  preferential  duty  rate 
of  $1.35  per  pound  affords  an  advantage  over  United  States  tobacco, 
on  which  3ritish  manufacturers  pay  a  duty  of  about  $2.35  per  pound  (un- 
stemmed  leaf) . 

Agencies  interested  in  the  production  of  Indian  flue-cured  leaf 
are  optimistic  as  to  its  future  development.     It  is  used  principally  to 
supply  color  and  bulk  in  cigarette  mixtures.     Quantities  up  to  10  percent 
or  more  can  be  used  in  relatively  high-grade  cigarette  blonds.     In  low 
grades,  whore  price  rather  than  taste  is  the  primary  factor,  the  propor- 
tion can  be  greater. 

There  are  extensive  areas  in  India  thought  to  be  suitable  for  pro- 
ducing leaf  comparable  with  the  present  crops,  and  it  is  generally  be- 
lieved that  production  will  expand.  Reports  from  the  Guntur  District 
indicate  that  farmers  plan  an  increase  in  area  for  the  1938-39  crop.  Pro- 
duction in  Mysore  State  is  under  control  of  a  semigovernmental  organiza- 
tion, which  reports  that  they  expect  to  increase  their  1936-39  area  to 
5,000  acres. 

Cigarette  consumption  increased 

A  large  part  of  the  increased  production  of  flue-cured  tobacco  will 
be  needed  for  domestic  use.     Cigarette  consumption  has  increased  substan- 
tially during  recent  years,  and  it  is  e:pecte:l  to  show  further  expansion. 
It  is  not  improbable,  however,  that  leaf  production  may  increase  faster 
than  the  domestic  demand,  leaving  greater  quantities  to  be  absorbed  by 
the  export  market.

Only  a  small  part  of  the  Indian  light  tobacco  crop,  is  fine-cured. 
Most  of  it  is  sun-cured  and  used  in  India  in  the  manufacture  of  beedies 
(native-  cigarettes).     Some  of  the  light  sun-cured  is  exported  to  the 
United  Kingdom  for  the  manufacture  of  pipe  tobacco  and  some  to  Japan  for 
cheap  cigarettes. 

Total  tobacco  production 

India  is  one  of  the  large  tobacco  producers  of  the  world.     No  es- 
timates are  available  as  to  total  production  for  the  past  2  years,  but 
1,458,000,000  pounds  were  produced  in  1935-36.    More  than  one-half  of  the 
total  crop  consists  of  coarse,  dark,  air- cured  types,   consumed  almost  en- 
tirely by  the  -peasant  classes.

Foreign  raisin  production  smaTi  Tor 

The  1937  production  of  raisins  in  the  Mediterranean  Basin  was  con- 
siderably smaller  than  the  crops  in  the  2  preceding  years,  according  to 
IT.   I.  Nielsen,  Agricultural  Attache  at  Paris.     The  combined,  production  of 
Spain,  Turkey,  and  Greece  is  estimated  at  86,000  short  tons.     The  total 
production  of  the  chief  foreign  raisin-producing  countries  (including 
Australia  and  Iran)  is  placed  at  about  177,000  tons  for  1957  as  compared 
with  215,000  tons  in  1936  and  230,000  in  1935. 

The  principal  cause  of  the  smaller  foreign  raisin  production  in  1937 
was  the  short  Turkish  crop.    Unfavorable  weather  conditions  reduced  the 
Turkish  crop  to  48,000  tons  in  1937,  or  about  one-third  compared  with  that 
of  the  -preceding  season.     Stocks  of  raisins  in  Turkey  on  March  1,  1938,  ap- 
peared to  total  about  18,260  tons,  but  stocks  in  Spain  and  Greece  were 
very  small. 

Exports  of  raisins  from  Mediterranean  Basin  countries  to  March  1, 
1938,   amounted  to  about  52,500  tons,  or  41  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier. 
On  the  other  hand,   though  prices  have  been  low,   the  United  States  exported 
from  August  through  February  about  48,000  tons  to  Europe,  or  50  percent 
more  than  in  the  same  period  in  1936.

The  foreign  trade  of  the  United  States  in  agricultural  products 
for  the  first  8  months  of  the  current  fiscal  year  shows  a  complete  re- 
versal from  that  for  the  corresponding  period  of  the  preceding  year. 
Cur  farm  exports  have  risen  while  cur  farm  imports,  especially  those 
which  compete  with  domestic  products,  have  declined.     This  is  brought 
out  in  the  following  table:

Agricultural  exports  were  103  million  dollars  greater  during  the 
current  period  thai:  during  that  of  last  year.     Agricultural  imports  were 
66  million  dollars  smaller  than  last  year;  and  only  1  million  of  the  de- 
crease was  due  to  ncnccm-oetitive  items,   such  as  coffee  and  rubber. 

As  a  result  of  much  better  grain  crops  in  1937  than  in  other  recent 
years,  the  United  States,  during  the  first  8  months  of  the  current  fiscal 
year,  exported  more  than  it  imported,  whereas  the  reverse  was  true  a  year 
ago.    T/heat  and  flour  changed  from  a  net  import  of  25  million  bushels 
in  1935-37  to  a  net  export  of  60  million  in  1937-38;  corn  from  a  net 
import  of  39  million  bushels  to  a  net  export  of  1  million;  rye  from  a 
net  import  of  4  million  to  a  net  eiport  of  5  million;  rnd  barley  from 
a  net  import  of  7  million  to  a  net  export  of  11  million  bushels.  Ihis 
season's  net  exports  of  milled  rice  were  nine  times  a.c  great  as  those  of 
last  season.

Lard  exports  in  the  3  riionths  ended  February  23,  1933,  were  about 
double  those  of  last,  season.    Following  the  droughts  of  1934  and  1935,  im- 
ports of  tallow    were  abnormally  large,  amounting  to  117  million  pounds  in 
the  July-February  period  of  1935-36.     By  1937-38,  imports  for  the  S  months 
had  dropped  to  1  million  -ocunds. 

After  an  almost  continuous  rise  since  the  beginning  of  the  present 
season,  cotton  exports  declined  in  February.     Exports  for  the  season  to  the 
end  of  February,  at  4,657,000  bales,  represented  a  gain  of  9  percent,  or 
387,000  bales,  over  comparable  exports  of  last  season. 

In  the  July-February  period  of  1937-38,  exports  of  leaf ,  tobacco,  to- 
taled 343  million  pounds,  or  a  gain  of  15  percent  over  those  of  the  same 
months  last  season.     Flue-cured,  which  made  up  more  than  90  percent  of  all 
leaf  tobacco  exported,  accounted  for  most  of  the  increase.     Of  the  total 
export  of  flue-cured  leaf,  72  percent  went  to  the  United  Kingdom. 

Foreign,  markets  absorbed  less  United  Stages  grapefruit  and  oranges 
than  in  the  first  8  months  of  1936-37,  but  the  movement  of  fresh  apples  and 
pears,  dried  prunes,   and  raisins  was  moderately  larger  than  last  season. 

Only  one-third  as  much  dutiable  woo],  was  imported  this  season  as  last-, 
the  total  amounting  to  57  million  pounds.     The  decrease  was  due  primarily 
to  lower  wool  consumption  in  the  United  States.
